Riddle had two horses killed by be­ 
ing caught under the ruins of his 
barn, but all of the m em bers of his 
family esca])ed injury. 
T he farm of Jerry Savage, a d jo in ­ 
ing that of Mr. Riddle, next afford­ 
ed a p ath for the cyclone. 
His 
barn was p icked up by the wind and 
landed up side down in the middle of 
the p ublic road near by, and three 
horses were killed instantly. 
Mr. Savage had two fine orchards, 
and both were utterly ruined, one 
of 250 trees being lett without so 
much as a tree standing.
